And were it not for the fact that the

It is a well known fact among poli- 


ticians that the dual system of gov-

campaigns. The favorite device of na- 
tional political organizations, especial- 
ly in presidential campaigns, is to en- 
courage the state 
organization 
to 


raise large sums of monev ostensibly 
for the election of state tickets. But it 
Is difficult to draw the line between 
the work done for a candidate 
for 


state office and a candidate in nation- 
al office. In this way a presidential 
candidate may 
actually have 
had 


spent in his behalf in the^entire nation 
not more than three or four million 
dollars, while in the several 
states 


there may have been as high as 15 to 
20 million dollars expended which aid- 
ed the national ticket.

EGYPT AND MOSUL 


The signing of the Mosul agreement by 


Turkey and Great Britain has undoubted- 
ly removed another possible cause of war 
in The near East. 
While primarily an oil 


treaty, the political ramifications of the 
agreement are such that all parties are 
more than satisfied with the result. 


On our part, we should be particularly 


glad since the agreement automatically 
protects the American oil companies, 
which will get 25 per cent of the output 
of a rich, undeveloped oil field. The trea- 
ty even goes so far as to establish a defi- 
nite 3Iosul boundary. 
One of the terms 


of the treaty appears to be that Turkey 
shall get about 10 per cent of the oil-rev- 
enue, but even this is a cheap price to pay 
for a plentiful petroleum source and an 
era of peace. Thus, one of the near East 
controversies that our alarmists were de- 
termined would bring on war. has had a 
peaceful and seemingly soothing solution. 


There is also much in the Egyptian sit-

of former Premier Zagloul Pasha, the ten- 
sion has relaxed a great deal.

whose sweeping victory at the polls so 
complicated an already ticklish situation, 
has retreated from his former position 
that he be given the reins of government 
and thus Great Britain's worst fears will 
be allayed. 


The formation of the new ministry, 


with Adly Yeghen Pasha as premier and 
minister of the interior, seems to bo pro- 
gressing with the approval of the majori- 
ty of the electorate and certainly it is 
proving most acceptable to the .British 
government, which had even dispatched a 
warship to Cairo to guard British interests 
there. 


^"e can be grateful, of course, that the 


anticipated hostilities did not occur but 
we cannot but deplore the- condition that 
will allow such crises to come about. The 
near East situation in general is an unbal- 
anced, dangerous one and will bear con- 
stant watchin<z at all times.

And now that it is 
possible to find shoes to fit th« feet, instead of mak- 
ing the feet fit the shoes, now that we have tasted 
freedom of the feet, it is incredible that we shall 
ever again submit to the cruel and unusual forms 
of punishment the shoe stores formerly inflicted on 
us.

No doubt the war and the Munson last, used for 


army shoes, had something to do with it, but it was 
the flapper that prevented a relapse after the armis- 
tice. 


The "last word" in men's shoes Is alarmingly ex- 


treme—the toes are so very broad that one fears 
the fad will not endure, that the pendulum will 
swing back. 


For many years the suffering feet of the nation 


have been crying for Just this relief which 
has 


come with the brogans. The chief fault with both 
men's and \*omen's shoes in the last 20 years has 
been the. cramping of^the forefoot. 


If you can find a ph'otograph of uncivilized people 


who wear no shoes and have no static foot troubles 
you will observe that the undeformed human foot 
is triangular in shape, with the base of the triangle 
in front—the widest part of the foot is across the 
toes. The shoemakers have attempted 
to 
reserve 


this plan and make the foot narrowest across the 
toes. It has paid them exceedingly well, but it has 
cost the public a vast amount of suffering and loss 
of efficiency, not to mention the outright extrava- 
gance of freak shoes. 


Another wjhoiesome change which I believe nat- 


urally follows the adven.t of the brogans is the ap- 
parent dwindling of an. evil which was becoming 
rampant, the humbug "foot specialist" game con- 
ducted as a sideline by many low class shoe stores. 
Customers of such stores were introduced to a glib 
presumptuous person who exhibited a "diploma" 
showing that he or she wag a "graduate" of a reg- 
ular "course"—the "course" generally consisted of 
a dozen letters from a manufactnrer of arch props. 
These trick "foot experts" did a tremendous amount 
of harm and it is a distince blessing for the gullible 
public that their day is done. With the shoe deal- 
ers cleaning up so much easy money by treating 
diseases of the feet, it was always a wonder to me 
that the coat and vest makers did not provide a line 
of diagnosis and 
treatment 
for liver and 
lung 


troubles. They would be just a* competent to do so. 


j They missed a bet. 


Here's the health suggestion I would give 
you.- 


Think of your feet as 
conventionally triangular, 


with the longest sides of the pair of triangles par- 
allel. Keep that picture in mind when selecting 
shoes.
